A: B. doutterly teſtifie and declare in my Conſci- 

ence,that the Kings Highnefle is the onely Supreame 
Governour of this Realme, and all other his High- 
neffe Dominions and Countries, as well in all 'Spiri- 
ritiallor Eccleſiaſticall things or cauſes, as Tempo- - 
rall: And thatno forraine Prince, Perſon, Prelate, 
State or Potentate, hath or onghtro have any-Juriſdic- ' 
rion, Power, Superioritie, Preeminence 'or Authbrity 
Eccleſiaſticall or Spirituall within this Realme. And 
therefore, I do utterly renounce and forſake all forrain 
Juriſdi&tions, Powers, Superiorities and Authorities; 
and do.promiſe that : front henceforth I-ſhall beare 
faith and ttue Allegiance tothe Kings Highneſſe, his 
Heirs and lawfull Succeffors : and to my power ſhall 
aſſiſt anddefend all Juriſditions, Priviledges, Pre- 
eminences and Authorities granted or belonging'to the 
Kings'Highnefſe,' his Heirs and 'Succeſfors, orunited 
andannexed ro rhe Imperiall Crownof the Realme: 
So help me God: andby the Contents'of this book. 
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
